The only form of 
an application 


that v has come from Coshocton wa 
•a couple of letters from Postmaster 
McCoy stating definitely that he did 
not want a reappointment and that 
"he did want Mr. Snyder to succeed 
him; that he would resign if neces- 
sary to that end. In this form, still 
•without any application from the man 
appointed, the matter was handed up 
to the president and he sent the ap- 
pointment at once to the senate. 


There will be no change in the of- 


fice till the end of Postmaster Mc- 
Coy's term, June 9.

The first proposition for furnishing 


money on a large scale to San Fran- 
cisco for the purpose of rebuilding 
some of the burned sections has been 
made public. It was announced that a 
syndicate of New York capitalists had 
agreed to advance $100,000,000. The 
news came in a telegram received by 
W.(F. Herrln, chief counsel of the 
Southern Pacific, from United States 
Senator Newlands of Nevada, who had 
a large interest in the burned Palace 
hotel. Senator Newlands stated that 
he had submitted the plan to New 
York financiers and that they had 
virtually consented to supply the 
money on a bond and mortgage basis. 
The nsroes of the New York people 
are not given. The offer is under dis- 
cussion by the local finance commit- 
tee. 


Bed of River Sank Twelve Feet. 
Stockton Cal., May 2.—It has been 


discovered that in the vicinity o 
Woodbridge the Mokelumne river has 
fallen 12 feet, the bed of the river 
having dropped from the effects of the 
recent eatv.iquake. As the waterwa>

San Francisco, May 2.—In the pres- 


ence of a n imber of deputies from the 
county clerk's office the vaults of the 
ruined city hall were opened and the 
contents found ia good condition. AH 
the wills which have accumulated in 
San Francisco since the earliest days 
were filed away in the big steel vault, 
and their loss woud have been irre- 
parable.

Floe Paper on Topic Appears 


In The Ohio

economically and well. The following 
are extracts from that article: 


"What we call lightning is the bril- 


liant flash of light emitted by the 
electric spark as it 
shoots' 
from 


ctaod to cloud or from a cloud to 
the earth. A lightning flash from 
Ckrad to cloud 
is usually 
several 


miles long. A flash from the clouds 
to the earth is usually shorter but 
may Tange from one to three miles 
in length. The period of time occu- 
pied by the passage of a lightning 
flash has been estimated at about ono 
ten thousandth of a second. 
The 


lightning flash often assumes various 
Shapes, as follows: Ball lightnjng. a 
very rare -form, seen as a ball of 
flw moving from Hie clouds to 
the 


earth, or rolling along the ground. 
Chain lightning. bioken, xigxag, and 
Often forked flashes. Sheet lightning 
A diffused glow 
from 
the 
clouds, 


faintly illuminating 
them. 
Heat- 


lightning, faint flashes of 
lightning 


without thunder, seen on the horizon, 
usually at the clos*> of a very warm 
day, appearing as if from the effects 


• of a thunder storm below the horizon 


"To «how how expensive these elec- 


tric flashes are in lives and proper- 
ty, turn to the bulletins of the Ohio 
Wr« Marshal. According to the re- 
part, furnished to him by two clip- 
ping;' bureaus, during 90 days there 
were 332 serious accidents caused by 
lightning. Nineteen 
persons 
were 


kitted and 100 stunned 
Forty-seven 


houses were struck and of these 1<56 
'were set on fire. These losses were 
Jn Ohio alone. The U. S. Weather 
Bureau, In Bulletin No. 15, published 
in 1895, gives the losses 
by light- 


ning for the nine years ending 1893. 
in the U. 8. and for the most part 
east of the Rocky Mountains at •».- 
175 fires, causing a money loss of 
914,309,015.
